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THE ARCH-DRUID. 
A TALE OF THE ANCIENT ROMANS. 

Tue Romans, it‘is well known, though they 
carried their victorious arms through almost 
every quarter of E; d and Scotland, never 
wholly subjugated Wales. Indeed they rarely 
penetrated beyond what were called, in latter 
times, the Marches ; for, towards the south, 
the mountain-fastnesses, deep woods, and _ in- 
domitable spirit of the Silures, precluded all 
chance of a permanent conquest. The Dru- 
ids, too—that extraordinary and influential 
compound of the priest and warrior —who com- 
bined the shrewdest sagacity with the wildest 
superstition ; whose religion was a heterogene- 
ous amalgamation of the systems of Pythago- 
ras, Zoroaster, and the Indian Bramins—help- 
ed to keep alive the flame of liberty ; and when 
once their patriotic appeals were gone forth, 
woe to those on whose ears they fell unheeed- 
ed! Sometimes, however, it happened that 
these martial hierarchs, usually scattered over 
the face of the country, would be all assem- 
bled in convocation at Mona (Anglesea), in 
which case such Roman cohorts as chanced to 
be encamped on the borders, never failed to 
take advantage of their absence, ravage the 
adjacent provinces, and occasionally retain pos- 
session of them for months. 

It was on one of these occasions, when the 
whole fraternity of Druids were assembled to- 
gether in the performance of an annual sacri- 
fice at Mona, that three detachments of the Ro- 
man legion, entering South Wales by the Bre- 
con Van, advanced as far as the modern little 
town of Lliangadock. The leader of these 
troops was Sergius Publicola, a young soldier 
of fortune, rude and uncultivated in mind,— 
stern and unforgiving in temper,—though not 
without some redeeming traits of openness, sim- 
plicity, and good-nature.
